Ww gton, Janu 8.—After

atives tonight, by a vote of 212 to 36, 
rebuked the president by tabling so 
much of his message ag reflected on 
members of congress in connection 
with his recommendations regarding 
the secret service detectives, and also 
deciaring it to be the sense of the 
house inuat they shall decline to con- 
sider any communications from any 
source which are not, in its own jude- 
ment, respectful. 

Toward the close of the debate, Mr. 
Gardner, of Massachusetts, vainly en- 
déeavored to secure, first, the adoption 
of a substitute for the resolution in the 
Shape of an amendment expressing 
confidence in the committee on appro- 
priations, and ther, the postponenient 
of the whole matter until Monday, but 
he was overwhelmingly out-voted. 

' Heuse at High Tension. 

When Clrairman Perkins, of New York, 
of the special committee, arose to make 
his report, he faced an almost full 
membership, while the galleries were 
packed with interested specators. 
Messrs. Tawney, Smith of Iowa, Sherley 
and Fitsgerald were on the floor, pre- 
pared, by word of mouth, to present 
what they deemed to be the insinua- 
tions of the president upon them as 
members of the commit. e on appropria- 
tions. 

They were not alone fn their indigna- 
thon, as they, in turn, spoke to the 
resolution. Indeed, for some time past 
the feelings of the mensberg have been 
growing more and more intense, and 
some of them have been giving way to 
their sentéments tn language, which ful- 
ly testified to their wounded pride.

Solicitor General Walker C.. Hartridge 
went tonight to Atlanta for the purpose 
of conferring with Governor Smith on 
the way Savannah enforces the Georgia 
prohibition law.

No effort was made by him to conceal 
the fact that when he had learned ...e 
facts concerning the railroad grant, he 
had made an effort to obtain portions 
of the land in the names of himself and 
members of his family, but declared 
that, as at most, he could have gotten 
possession of only a few hundred acres, 
his efforts were, after all, also the pub- 
lic’s and not especially in his own ,in- 
terest. ~ «ese : 

Immediately after the conclusion of the 
chaplein’s prayer Monday, Mr. Tillman

TEXT OF COMMUNICATION 

MAKING THE CHARGES 


The president's communieation to 
Senator Hale is as follows: 

‘My Dear Senator Hale—I have re- 
quested the different departments of 
the government, not only those to whom 
you sent requests, but those to whom 
you did not, to give me all the infor- 
mation about the use of special attor- 
neys, special agents, inspectors, etc., in 
‘ their departments, which will enabie me 
to put before you all the facts which, 
as I understand:it, your committee de- 
sire to have. I transmit these reports 
herewith. I call especial attention to 
the reports of the secretary of state, 
the seoretary of the treasury, and the 
attorney general. 
~ "Let me at“@fie outset most earnestly 
express my cordial agreement with the 
view that it is not only the right, but 
the duty of congress to investigate the 
~ Workings of the secret service or de- 
tective agenta, by which alone the gov- 
ernment can effectually safeguard it- 
self against wrong doing, punish crimes 
and bring to justice criminals, I am 
well aware of the liability to abuse 
inherent in-any effective deteclive sys- 
‘tem or secret service system; for the 
measure of the efficiency of the sys- 
tem ig also. the measure of the serious- 
ness of the abuses of the system, if it 
be' applied to wrong purposes or directed 
_in an improper manner. It is eminent- 
ly to the public interest that there 
should be vigilant inquiry into the 
_ workings of this agency, both by the

SYSTEM INDISPENSIBLE * 


DECLARES THE PRESIDENT | 


‘It mevertheless remains true that 
this: system is absoltitely indispensible, 
if the popular interest is to be ade- 
quately safeguarded, and wrong doers 
taught to fear the law. 

“To show how indispensible detectives 
are when important work of a confiden- 
tial character must be done, I refer you 
to the experience of the immigration 
commission appointed by congress and 
largely composed of senators and repre- 
sentatives which has found it absolutely 


nécessary to employ detectives in order’ 


to achieve the best results. In my

Hither- 
to, the effort to discover the basis for 
such allegations hag always been fruit- 
less. I should be greatly obliged if any 
information could be furnished me 
tending to- show any instance where 
this has been done in times past, 
DEPARTMENT DETECTIVES 

DO SPECIALIZED WORK 

“Certain of the special agents, in- 
-spectors and the like, in the several 
departments, have a ‘highly. specialized 
work to perform. In the treasury de- 
partment the secret service is especial- 
ly trained to deal with counterfeiters, 
and the special agents with customs 
frauds. In the postoffice department 
the corps of inspectors is especially 
traiw@d and peculiarly fitted to detect 
criminality or abuses or fraudulent use 
of the mails in connection with the 
postal service. In the interior depart- 
ment the special agents of the land of- 
fice and the inspectors of the Indian 
bureau are trained in similar fashion to 
meet special needs. In addition, it is 
urgently necessary, as set forth in Mr. 
Root’s accompanying report, that there 
shall be a central force of secret 
service men, who can be detailed for 
work anywhere in the government 
service. 

“Of course, in the investigation of 
specific frauds we sometimes come 
across wholly unexpected phases of mis- 
conduct. The frauds in the postal de- 
partment, which were unearthed some 
Six years ago, for instance, offer a case 
in -point. My suspicions were first 
aroused by a report made as to the very 
extravagant and debauched manner of 
life of a certain postal employee, this 
report being made by an official of the 
secret service in connection with an- 
other transaction on which he was at 
work. 

CONGRESSMEN ABUSE 
FRANKING PRIVILEGES 


“So with cases of the abuse of the 
franking privilege. The postoffice never, 
of set purpose, inspects any package 
sent through the mails .by & senator or 
congressttiian, but sometimes, through 


lower house I have set forth at 


the accidental breaking of such pack- 
age, the contents are exposed, and if 
they are of a character which makes 
their transmission by franking priv- 
ilege illegal, steps are taken by the post- 
office authorities to collect the full 
postage. Some of these instances rep- 
resent real abuses, but in other cases 
they are due to carelessness or igno- 
rance, and very Often doubtless are éen- 
tirely unknown to the congressmen 
themselves, and no good purpose would 
be served by any publicity in the 
matter. 

“But, a case has just arisen of a dif- 
ferent kind, which, it seems to me, I 
should put before you as illustrating in 
striking fashion the way in which in- 
vestigationg begun by any of these vari- 
ous agents in the strict line of their 
duty may develop facts of high impok- 
tance, which the investigators would 
not, in the first instance, have sought 
to discover, which, when discovered, 
ought not to be hidden or suppressed, 
but the development of which may tend 
to greate an erroneous impression that 
the agents in question were being used 
for purposes not within the line of their 
lawful duty. 
INVESTIGATION BEGUN 

ON MOTION OF TILUMAN 


“On the [9th of February, 1908 (see 
exhibit A), Senator Tillman called the 
attention of the senate to a circular of 
a syndicate firm for the sale of lands 
in Oregon, particularly in Cook and 
Deuglas counties, which had been 
granted to corporations by the govern- 
ment, the circular stating that the com- 
pany in possession of the lands was 
bound to sell them for 82.50 an acre, 
or, upon their refusal, would be prose- 
cuted by the government, and that 
‘among thgse who have spoken for a 
part of this land is Senator Tillman, 
of South Carolina, the leader of the 
democratic party In the senate, a man 
who usually gets what he goes after.’ 
Senator Tillman denied the statements 
of thig circular, and expressed a wish 
for an investigation, and upon his re- 
quest the  »postoffice department, 
through its Inspectors, made such an 
investigation. He stated in reference 
to this circular: 

“TT have not bought any land any- 


‘+ where in the west, nor undertaken to 


buy any. I have made some inquiries, 
as one Naturally’ would, in roaming 
through the west. I simply want the 
people of the country to be put on no- 
tice that this swindler at Portland has 
no warrant whatever for endeavoring 
to inveigle others into his game.’ 

“I inclose the circular referred to, ag 
exhibit B, the report of the postoffice 
inspectors, under date of July 27, 1908, 
as exhibit C. This is a confidential re- 
port of a type usually not furnished, 
but in this case the matter is s0 se- 
rious that I feel I should put it before 
you. I inclose you also, as exhibits D-I, 
D-2, D-3, D-4 and D-5, photographic fac 
similes of letters and envelopes and 
telegram from Senator Tillman and his 
agent, Wm, EB. Lee. It appears that on 
October 19, 1907, Senator Tillman wrote 
a letter (exhibit D-3) to Messrs. Reed- 
er & Watkins, of Marshfield, Oregon, 
who were attorneys representing peo- 
ple, who were applicants for the pur- 
pose of obtaining certain wagon road 
land, grand; Dorr was a land agent 
making his filings through Reeder & 
Watkins. 

LETTER AND TELEGRAM 


SENT BY TILLMAN 


_@®enator Tillman's letter runs in part 
as follows: 

I wired you from Watsau, Wis., as follows,

In case Senator Tillman gets in on this 
deal with some good iand in the eight quar- 
ters we want [f am satisfied that he can pe 
of great help in getting matters started 
from Washington and cause the government 
to get busy and do something along the line 
you desire. He will set up such a howl 
that it will be impossible to do otherwise.

TILLMAN RESOLUTION 
AIMED AT RAILROADS 


“On the 3igt of January, 1906, Senator 
Tillman introduced in the senate the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, At divers times, various railroads 
and other gorporations have received 4 
large grant of public lands of the United 
States, under and virtue by acts of the con- 
gress, containing conditions to the effect 
that such lands should be sold to actual set- 
tlers only, or in quantities not exceeding for 
any one purchaser a limit fixed by the act 
relating thereto, or at a price per,acre not 
greater than an amount mentioned in the act 
authorizing such grant, to the end that such 
lands might promptly become homes of citt- 
zen® of the United States; and 

Whereas, It is currently reported and 
widely believed that the department of jus- 
tice has information to the effect that cer- 
tain of the corporations aforesaid, or their 
alleged successors in title, having obtained 
colorable title to large tracts of land within 
& state or states of the Pacific slope by 
virtue of the grants above mentioned, and 
still holding considerable portions thereof, 
have violated or evaded the equitable and 
salutary conditions so as aforesaid imposed 
by the congress upon such grants for the 
public good; yet the senate is not advised 
that any action has been taken by the de- 
partment of justice to enforce the said con- 
ditions or restore the said lands to the publiife 
domain. Now, ther®fore, be it 

Resolved, etc., That the president be re- 
quested, if not incompatible with the public 
interest, to inform the senate what infor- 
mation, if any, has been received, and what 
action, if any, has been taken by the de- 
partment of justite with respect to the mat- 
ters or things in the preamble to this resolu- 
tion get forth and pressed vigorously for im- 
.- mediate action. 


TILLMAN INTRODUCED 
SECOND RESOLUTION 


“The resolution being laid over, Sena- 
tor Tillman introduced the same day a 
further and joint resolution containing 
the same recitals, but concluding as fol- 
lows: 


Resolved, etc., That the attorney general 
be, and is hereby directed, authorized and 
empowered to take such proceedings or in- 
stitute such suit on behalf of the United 
States as may be necessary, appropriate, or 
expedient to insure a compliance with the 
above mentioned conditions or to restore the 
said lands to the public domain, or to re- 
port to the congress why such action as 
aforesaid has not been or should not be 
taken. 


NO PERSONAL INTEREST; 
SAID SENATOR TILLMAN 


“On February 1t5, Genator Tillman 
wrote to Messrs. Reeder & Watkins. A 
photograph of this letter is also attached 
as exhibit D 5. In it I'call your atten- 
tion to the facts that he speaks dain 
of Mr. Lee as his agent and of the cor- 
respondence carried on through Mr. Lee. 
He states that what he has done in stir- 
ring up the question of the Oregon land 
grants to railroads has been done en- 
tirely from any personal interest he has 
in the matter, and adds: 

Although I would not have had my atten- 
tion called to it, but for the investigation as 
set on foot in connection with the proposed 
purchase by me of some of the timber land 
in question. Of course, if I decide to make 
the tender and go into the lawsuit, I will 
bear the proposition in mind, but I would 
have you understand that nothing I do 
here in the senate will be done because of 
any personal purchase of any of the land. 
If I can succeed in causing the government 
to institute suit for the recovery of the land 
and make it easier for others as well as my- 
self (the italics are mine) I shall do it with- 
out regard to the dealings with your firm. 
I still want to get some of the timbér land, 
if it is possible, and as it is 


mine will be in your country in the next two 
months, we will leaye the matter of pay- 
ment for the initiatory steps and subsequent 
proceedings in abeyance for the present. 
Any contract we might make will be en- 
tirely apart from and independent of my 
work here in the senate. I will be glad for 
you to hold in reserve eight of the best quar- 
ter sections of which you have definite in- 
formation and I will in the meantime press 
the investigation and other work here which 
willl facilitate the final purchase and in ef- 
fect obviate the necessity of your making 
any case in the courts at 4ll. 


BENCH IN ANANIAS CLUB 
‘GIVEN SOUTH CAROLINIAN 


"This letter in which Senator Tillman 
requested that eight of the best quarter 
sections be held in reserve for him was 
written just four days before. he an- 
nounced in the senate that he had not 
undertaken to buy any land in the west. 
It is unnecessary to comment upon his 
proposal, made in this letter, to use his 
influence as senator to foree the govern- 
ment to institute a suit which would 
make it easy for him personally to ob- 
tain some of the land. This letter purely 
pertaining to Mr. ‘Tilliman’s .personal 
and private business, was sent in a 
franked envelope, of which I attach pho- 
tographic copy, marked Exhibit D 5.

REPORT OF INSPECTORS 
GIVEN BY ROOSEVELT 


The first exhibit contained in the 
communication is Senator Tillman’s per- 
Sonal explanation, made on the floor of 
the senate on February !9, 1908, in 
which he complained of an alleged un- 
authorized use of his name in a cir- 
cular issdéd by Bryan R. Dorr, president 
of the St. Paul and Pacific Timber 
Symdicate, of Portland. This circular 
Says that Senator Tillman was interest- 
ed in action to compel the Southern 
Oregon Company to sell to applicants 
about 100,000 acres of timber lands, 
which had been granted to the Coos 
Bay Wagon Road Company, on condi- 
tion that it should be sold in quarter 
sections for a price not exceeding $2.60 
per acre. 

In that statement, Senator Tillman de- 
nied that he had bought any land any- 
where in the west, and he declared fur- 
ther that he had not undertaken to 
buy any. At the request of Senator 
Tillman, the  postoffice department 
withheld mail addressed to Bryan R. 
Dorr and to the timber syndicate, pend- 
ing an investigation o@ their business 
by postoffice inspectors, O. C. Riches 
and E. C. Clement: 

The inspectors’ report to G. D. Lynn, 
inspector in charge at Spokane, Wash., 
is given by the president. It shows 
that a very thorough inquiry was made 
of the operations of Dorr and a number 
o£ other Oregon real estate agents, who 
were receiving applications for the 
lands held by the Coos Bay Wagon 
Road Company. Among the persons and 
firms mentioned*in the report as in- 
terested in the lands were Yames M. 
Conro, of Marshfield, and George J. 
Schaefer, of Portland, and Reeder & 
Watkins, Marshfield. 


REAL ESTATE AGENT USED 
HIS NAME IN ADVERTISING 

The Tillman letters were addressed 
chiefly to Reeder & Watkins. In their 
report to the inspector in charge at 
Spokane, Riches and Clement found that 
there was no evidence that Reeder & 
Watkins were not acting in good faith 
fn receiving applications for the land. 
As to the action of Dorr, against whom 
the case was more specifically directed, 
it was found that he was unwarrantably 
extravagant both in his statement oef 
conditions and his terms. This was 
attributed to his inexperience in bus- 
iness, his energy and enthusiasm, and 
desire to make good in the west. The 
inspectors, however, were convinced that 
Dorr had no criminal motive in his ac- 
tions and sincerely believed he would be 
wdle to make good his promises. 

As tO use of Senator Tillman's name 
by Dorr, the inspectors found that the 
facts concerning the @pplications of 
Senator Tillman and family to purchase 
nine quarter sections of the land justt- 
fied the real estate agent in using the 
senator’s name as an advertisement. 
The action of the postoffice department 
in withholding from delivery mail ad- 
dressed to Dorr was recommended to 
be rescinded, 

Exhibits which follow the report of 
the inspectors are copies of the en- 
velopes in which letters from Senator 
Tillman and his agent, Lee, were sent 
to Reeder & Watkins. It is shown that 
the letters written by Mr. Tillman 
were “franked,” and that a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Lee was upon senate sta- 
tlonery and irfclosed in a senate en- 
Velope, although postage was paid 
thereon. The most Striking passages 
from these letters are contained in 
excerpts quoted by the president tn his 
communication to Senator Hale. 

The final exhibit jis a letter written 
by Dorr to the postmaster general, un- 
der date November 22, 1908, in which 
he requests a full copy of the report 
of the postofifice inspectors to use i 
setting himself right with the saneedl 
He declares that he used the name of 
Senator Tillman without knowing “that 
the senator destred his Operations to be 
kept hidden and secret from genera!) 
public knowledge. He mentions the 
fact that although he was found to be 
innocent of any attempt to deceive or 
to defraud anyone, that the investiga- 
tion all but ruined his business and de- 
stroyed much of the confidence which 
his clients had reposed in him. He 
says: 


TILLMAN WAS INTERESTED * 
IN THE COOS BAY LANDS 


“Mr. Riches now tells me confidential- 
ly that his investigation clearly showed 
that Senator Tillman had interested him- 
self in the Coos Bay lands, as stated by 
me, and that the denial was unwarrant- 
ed and false. The injury which Sena- 
tor Tillman did me, taking advantage 
of his official position, ts almost irre- 
parable, and will be lifelong in its con- 
sequence to my business prospects, and 
also to my political future, if I attempt 
at any time to enter the fleld of poli- 
tics. There is only One way by which 
I may obtain reparation; that is by pub- 
lishing the facts in full. The only thing 
which will enable me to do this is a 
copy Of the report of Inspector Riches, 
whose subordinate position prevents him 
from giving me the truth in writing. ’

The third annual report of the As- 
sociated Charities of Atlanta was 
made to the members of the associa- 
tion at the annual meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the city council ohamber 
at the city hall. After hearing the re- 
port, which wag presented in pamphlet 
form by Secretary J. C. Logan, there 
was held a meeting of the directors of 
the association, 

The following officers for the ensu- 
ing year were elected: President W. 
G. Raoul; vice presidents, T. D. Lon- 
gino, J. Carroll Payne, Sam M. Inman, 
Joseph Hirsch and H. M. Atkinson; 
treasurer, R. F. Maddox, Joseph C. Lo- 
gan remains as secretary. 

Directors Are Named. 


The directors elected were as follows: 
L. C. Hopkins, H. L, Crumley, John E. 
White, David Marx, George Muse, E. V. 
Carter, J. GC Greenfield, J. T. Rose and 
W. G. Raéhl, Jr. These men were 
elected for three years. The following 
remain on the board, having year or 
more of time yet to serve: Mel Wil- 
kinson, W. O. Foote, Hugh M. filet, 
J. F. Burke, R. F. Shedden, V. H. Kreig- 
shaber, R. L. Foreman, G. H” Brandon, 
David Woodward, W, G. Cooper, O. N. 
Jackson, L. J. Hisas, H. L. Schlesinger 
and R. J. Guinn. 

After the meeting of the members of 
the association the directors heki a 
meeting and elected a finance commit- 
tee, consisting of R. L, Foreman, David 
Woodward, J. C. Greenfield and Mell 
R. Wilkinson. The executive. commit- 
tee was reelected with the exception of 
W. G. Raoul, who becomes an ex- 
officio member as president. The va- 
cancy occasioned by the advent of Mr. 
Raoul to the presidency will de filled by 
the committee at a later date. Before 
the directors appeared V,. H. Krieg- 
shaber, who spoke on the question of 
the physical examination of school 
children. The directors indorsed his 
sentiments, 

The report of the Associated Chari- 
ties shows double the business carried 
last year, and much greater efficiency 
on the part of the working force and 
greater satisfaction to the members 
and other subscribers to the work. The 
table of cases shows a total of 1,#26 
cases handled. Of these 106 were af- 
flicted with tuberculosis, and 156 were 
given to intemperance. Twenty-six 
beggar frauds were removed from the 
streets and 145 other persons of objec- 
tionable character were compelled to 
leave the city. 

Report of Mr. Logan. 


The report, which, in addition to 
much other interesting matter, con- 
tains the names of 1,028 members and 
contributors to the association, in part 
follows: 

To the Members and Contributors of the 
Associated Charities of Atlanta: The last 
year has been a difficult one. Our office 
has been tested in a panic and in a catastro- 
phe. During the panic, though not so se- 
vere in the south as in the north, our com- 
munity resorted to no sach spurious charity 
as bread Hines, etc., Sind yet we did not 
find ourselves confronted wfh mobs of peo-' 
ple demanding work or aid, as was true of 
more than one city in the country. There 
were more people in need during this period, 
but they were helped by the cooperation of 
employers giving half-tims work, and the 
kindliness of neighbors and friends, and by 
charity .in its regular channels. The part 
organized charity played in the Augusta 
flood, when 2,265 separate families were fed 
and clothed in one week, is best told in an 
editorial from The Augista Chronicle. 

The hard times reduced our income from 
some sources, but a few beneficent gifts 
pulled us through, and we now have a more

This fact suggests at once that ac- 
curate data should be kept so that it may 
be determined what preventive measures are 
necessary to protect the poor from causes .of 
poverty beyond their cdntrol and inherene 
in the social organism or in social neglect. 
The office has installed the statistical aids 
used by the New York Charity Organization 
Society. 
RECORDS. 


Our records of individual cases have beehk 
improved and their form and the method of 
filing them has been adopted as a model by 
the Field Department for Organized Charity 
in America for cities of a certaig size. 

This is more satisfactory to the benefactor 
and better for the beneficiary. 


LIST OF CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The ‘‘membership list,’’ supplemented by 
the ‘‘special contributions to general funds,’’ 
has furnished the income for running the 
organization. The ‘“‘contributions for relief’’ 
is what has been donated and spent through 
our office for rent,- food, fuel, etc, on behalf 
of donors who gave specifically for the pur- 
pose and object to whichi thelr gift was ap- 
plied. 

The Atlanta society began work with a 
provision in its charter that it should not 
give material relief from ite own funds. This 
suggestion was at first opposed in the or- 
ganization committee by all the members 
except one, but was finally unanimously 
adopted. The reasoning behind the suggestion 
was that the vital thing which was lacking 
and necessary to improve Atlanta’s charity 
was'competent, trained service; that the 
element of working with people to help 
them to help themselves was omitted in 
dealing with the poor, except in those rare 
instances where some enthusiastic person in- 
terested in a particular case of charity went 
to an unusual amount of time and trouble. 
That, if we were to start to give material 
relief from our own funds, those organiza- 
tions already giving such relief would say 
to us when we went to them for coopera- 
tion, ‘‘you have the case, give from your 
own funds,’’ and &nus the point of contact 
and of influence would be cut off from the 
agents of the society who by study of the 
case and profession would be best prepared 
to show how aid might be given both to 
the right person and in the right way. 
Could we influence the charity of other 
organizations that of “individuals who 
help from time to time, by giving our 
funds in the right way, hoping that they 
might see or hear of the success we were 
having? Or could we influence them more 
quickly and permanently by persuading them 
to give their own funds to such people ane 
in such way as to get permanent results 
themselves? Experience and reason pointed 
to the latter method. 

There are many people in Atlanta who 
will always give to a specific case of per- 
sonal need when it is brought to their at- 
tention; and there gre the churches, the 
city warden and other organizdtions such as 
the fraternal societies which devote funds to 
this purpose. 

We first apply for aid to relatives. if there 
are any. If they can not aid adequately, 
then to friends. Next to church or lodge, or 
acquaintances, etc., and lastly, to the public 
relief funds. Sometimes an appeal is made 
to all because enough cannot be secured 
otherwise. Seldom is it that this method 
does not secure more and fuller aid, 
wherever it should be given, than any or- 
ganization of which we have ever heard 
which makes the practice of relying upon its 
own funds. : 

First, consider the case of a widow with 
four -children reported to us by a real 
estate agent who had to mhove the fartty 
out of a house in his charge because they 
could not pay the rent. For three years 
after her husband’s death the woman had 
made a living for herself and children, but

j able, be secured in connection with starting 


. for her chil- 
dren, could, with less ‘charitable outlay than 
the coét of maintenance of the children in 
an orphaneace, and with infinitely more 
profit to the children, be enabled to kpep 
‘hem with her. This was our plan, but it 
allied for a big expenditure. One hundred 
and forty-four dollars and sixty-seven cents 
was raised, however, from the following 
sources: Thomson & Hirsch, Mrs. P. P.

The latter was not 
able to send money to her mother, but could 
give her a home=fhe one in this country 
sent $75 to enable her mother to go to this 
home. The §75 was not quite enough, and 
St. Philip’s church furnished the balance. 
The Charity Organization Society of New 
York met the old Jady there and put her on 
the right boat. What good would the 75- 
cent grocery order have done; compared te 
this solution of the problem? 


COOPERATION. 


To enumerate all the sources of cooperation 
during the past year would require the elim!- 
nation of much else in this report. . 

Hundreds of individuals, the city warden, 
almost the churches and other charitable 
organizati have worked together through 
our office in case after case. The city ex- 
pends, through its warden, a certain amount 
of money in charity every year. In the enx- 
penditure of this money, the attitude of the 
warden, Mr. Evans, when we went to him 
for material aid for particular applicants, 
has been, not that he was helping the As- 
sociated Charities, but solely whether we 
were proposing the best thing for the appli- 
cant’s relief and whether what we suggested 
doing was within the province of his work. 
The acting superintendent of the Grady hos- 
pital has adopted the policy of notifying 
us before patients were ready for dismissal, 
if they would likely be in need on leaving 
the hospital. This has afforded us the op. 
portunity of communicating in advance with 
relatives, or otherwise prepgring for their 
proper care. 


CASES HANDLED, 


The fact that the ‘‘won't work’’ beggar is 
almost completely out of existence in At- 
lanta now is a strong proof of the thorough- 
ness of our work. Three or four of sueh 
beggars cperating in this oity at the same 
time throughout the year would ‘take from 
Atlanta as much as our annual / expendi- 
ture. Thefp elimfmatioy not only turna 
charity into right channels, but leaves our 
force freer to deal with a class for whom 
something can be done. The great propor- 
tion of the 1,426 cases handled during the 
year involve genujne, helpable people, to 
whom it was a pleasure to bring relief. 

To those who would make a profession of 
begging, the Associated Charities brings sup- 
pression and correction. To those for whom 
street begging formerly offered the only 
means of relief, it supplies a better way of 
charity. 

As will be seen from our financial report, 
the society has not sufficient regular in- 
come to maintain the work without frequent 
appeals for special contributions. This is 
unfortunate, and can not continue indefi- 
nitely. We must have enough annual mem- 
bers to maintain the present efficiency of 
the office without the necessity of requesting 
special donations.

faded in the western skies before the 
sonorous cali of ringing horn goes rev- 
ertierating over fields and pjme-clad 
hills. It is some ’possum hunter’s sum- 
mons to his clan. In a moment come 
answering calls from near and far, and 
the musical voices of a score of hounds 
open in joyous response to the inspiring 
notes of the night hunter’s reveifle. In 
a little while the hunters meet at an 
appointed spot. Routes are mapped out, 
dogs apportioned, “niggers’’ detailed and 
the game is on. Off through the woods 
they go, their pine torches flickering 
weirdly through the trees, eager dogs 
racing over the ground like silent shad- 
Ows, and every nerve of man and brute 
on the alert—aill for the honor of “the 
great state of Worth” and the belated 
education of the man who will want 
‘possum and taters served in the white 
house after the 4th of next March. 
An Organized Campaign. 

This round-up of ‘possums is no hap- 
hazard enterprise. They don’t do things 
that way down in this neck of the woods. 
“The Taft "Possum Hunters’ Brigade 
(nonpolitical)” is an organization which 
takes itself seriously and is seriously ac- 
cepted. Unlike the prophet, it is not 
without honor in its own country. 


At the head of the brigade is Judge! 


‘possum,” explains the deputy sheriff. 
“His unusual size is one thing in his 
favor, and his bob-tail and cross-eyes 
are other important items. All cross- 
eyed 'possums, you know, are bob-tail- 
ed. The first time a young cross-eyed 
"possum sees his tail he snaps at it, 
thinking it’s something good to eat; 
and, having no sensation of feeling in 
his tail, he bites it off before discover- 
ing his mistake. And it’s a well-known 
fact that a bob-tailed ’possum’s meat is 
sweeter and juicier than the meat of any 
other member of his tribe, though I 
don’t pretend to know why it is.” 

Coming from such a source of author- 
ity, this information is both important 
and illuminating. And think of such a 
‘possum winding up -his career on the 
plate of the'president-élect! 

A 100-Year-Old Hunter. 


One of the most interesting figures in 
this enthusiastic round-up of game for 
the big Atlanta banquet is old “Uncle” 
Homer Burton, one of the landmarks of 
the county. This old negro is one of a 
type now fast disappearing. There is 
every reason to believe that he is uver 
a hundred years of age. He is shown in 
one of the accompanying illustrations 
assisting in the placing of a ’possum’s 
tail in the split of a stout stick. He 
is but one of a score of darkies who 
are actively cooperating in the strenu- 
ous ‘possum-catching campaign. 

A Rally in Sylvester. 


Realizing the importance of a 
thorough understanding of the impor- 
tance of the work in which they are en- 
geged, and desiring to impress his as- 
sistants with the fact that the hundred 
‘possums must be shipped not later 
than Monday, Judge Park called a 
meeting of “The Taft.’Possum Hunters’ 


(Frank Park, of the superior court of the | Brigade (non-political)” in Sylvester on 


Albany circuit, one of the ablest jurists 
and most courtly gentlemen of his day 
and generation. 
which planned the campaign for the cap- 
ture of one hundred of Worth county's 
justly celebrated persimmon-fed ‘pos- 


sume. 
Judge Park’s chief of staff is Sheriff 


L. A. Potts, whose instinct for a ’pos- 
sum's hebitat is as unerring as it has 
een proved to be for the hiding places 
ofcriminals. He is in immediate charge 
of the general field, and reports every 
morning to his chief the results of the 
previous night's operations. He receives 
his information by ‘phone and ffom 
mounted messengers. . 

The county has ween “divided into two 
grand divisions, "Possum District No. I, 
north of ‘Warrior creek, and ‘Possum 
District No. 2, south of that stream. 
Deputy Sheriff S. R. Hancock is in im- 
mediate charge of hunters’ in district 
No. 2, corresponding rank being held 
north of the Warrior by T. M. Wilder, 
of Acree. Each district chief has his 
own deputies, and each night’s opera- 
tions are as carefully planned as if the 
fate of a nation rather than that of a 
few unsuspecting ‘possums hung in the 
balance. 

Some Prize ’Possuams Caught. 

Some of the largest marsupials ever 

captured in this section have veen 
brought in from the swamps of the 
Warrior since this great county-wide 
*hunt began. One of the first prisoners 
placed behind prison bars in Sylvester 
was one particularly 2ne specimen that 
tipped the scales at 20 pounds. 

“Tf you hail from Missouri,’’ compla- 
cently observes Deputy Sheriff Hancock, 
“just place this rat-tailed gent on the 
Beales and see for yourself.” 

This is the ’possum, which, it is de- 
clared by the chief hunters, Judge Taft 
will be permitted to eat—or, rather, as- 
sist other banquetters to eat, for no 
one man could ever dispose of such a 
morse! unassisted. Besides weighing 
20 pounds, this particular ‘possum is 
bob-tailed and cross-eyed.

Oxendine left the members of his 
tribe, who reside in Robinson county, 
North Carolina, and came to Georgia. 
He went to Liberty county, where, it 
appears, Jones followed him, probably 
as the result of an old grudge, and in 
a@ quarrel between the two Jones was 
killed. 

Oxendine was convicted in Liberty 
superior court and given a life sen- 
tence. He is now 63 years old and has 
been a mode! prisoner. He will return 
to his people in North Carolina, who 
will take care of hint} 3

came to Atlanta to appear before the 
prison commission in this case, which 
resulted in the pardon of Oxendine. He 
states that there are about 8,000 of 
these Croatan Indians in Robinson coun.

groeg.

Evidence Before Prison Commission 
Shows Dillard Killed to Save 
‘ Life, 

The pardon in Georgia of a man sen- 
tenced to he hanged for murder and 
almost within the shadow of the gallows, 
is a thing almost *unprecedented, but 
that is probably what will take place in 
the case of George Dillard, d Houston 
county negro, now under sentence of 
death for the murder of Rich Brown, 
another negro, on a train on which Dil- 
larg was acting as porter. 

It develops, however, that Dillard’s 
conviction was due to the fact that he 
was unable to get hold of any witnesses 
in his behalf at the time of the trial. 
Subsequently these witnesses were lo- 
cated and made affidavits to the effect 
that Brown was intoxicated at the time 
of the killing; had attacked Dillard with 
a knife, and that Dillard killed Brown 
solely in self-defense. 

The prison commission, in view of these 
facts, has recommended to the governor 
a full pardon for Dillard, although he is 
now under sentence of death. The rec- 
ommendation will probably be sent to tue 
governor today.

Mrs. William H. Kiser Heads This Organization for An- 


other Year—Day Nursery Proves Great 
Help to Workers. 


“What wouldn't I give if I could have 
her in my home to teach my children,” 
exclaimed a member of the Sheltering 
Arms Society, when visiting the kinder- 
garten class, conducted by Miss Mary 
Barnwell, in the Sheltering Arms 
Home. Miss Barnwell has not only ac- 
complished wonders in the training of 
the little folks entrusted to her care by 
their working mothers, who must be 
separated from them, but she _ has 
brought pleasure and new thoughts to 
the tired mothers. 

She taught the children not only al! 
about Santa Claus, and his considera- 
tion of the good child, but also the 
Christ story; and impressed upon them 
it was the season of giving. | 

Each little one made with his. and 
her own fingers a gift for a mother or 
a loved one, and at the Christmas tree, 
held at the home, the little ones gave 
these to their mothers and others who 
had been invited to witness their pleas- 
ures. 

The mothers who could, had-.contrhb- 
uted a little mite for the children’s 
gifts, and one touching incident was 
related of one industriaus woman who 
| Wished to contribute not only for her 
child, but the child of a friend who 
couldn’t spare the money. 

Another ~° incident, expressing the 
spirit of giving, was when a little boy 
was given his present from the tree, 
a little red wagon; he: could not realize 
such joy was all for him. He looked 
at it Jongingly, and then smilingly 
asked of the teacher, “Now, who mast 
I give it to?” 

No “one ‘can visit the institution and 
see work being done there, 
yot feel the obligation to help 
these little ones, the children of the 
industrious poor mothers, who are left 
to carry an life’s struggies alone. 

The Sheltering Arms Home. 

The work of Atlanta women in or- 
ganized effort has no better expression 
than that of the work -of the Sheliter- 
ing Arms-Society. 

The society is one of the most philan- 
thropic organizations in the city feder- 
ation, and carries with is‘the coopera- 
tive interest of the entire membership 
of the federation, which now includes 
over fifty different organized bodies. 

The Sheltering Arms Society ‘has main- 
tained for years a home for young chil-

dren whose mothers must work to sup- 
port themselves. and their children. As 
the city grows, the institution must ‘%e 
enlarged accordingly, and the obligations 
of the society to secure money to carry 
on the work have reached proportions 
which tax not only the time, but the 
energy of the individual members, 

At the annual meeting of the society, 
held this week, Mrs. William H. Kiser 
was reelected president; Mrs. Frank 
Logan, vice president; Mrs. Sidney Hol- 
land, recording secretary; Mrs. Bolling 
Jones, corresponding secretary; Mrs. W. 
S. Elkin, treasurer; Mrs. P. 8S. <Ark- 
wright, auditor. 

‘The membership of the society is large, 
but the Sheltering ‘Arms is an institu- 
tion in which every woman should feel 
an individual obligation. The principle 
of the institution is to help those who 
are *‘ndustrious and who still cannot 
meet their obligations; the purpose that 
to protect the little child until it reaches 
the age to help itself. 

The Day Nursery. 

fm the early days of the society the 
first work was to establish a day 
nursery, where working mothers might 
leave their children during working 


hours. Later the further responsibility 
of keeping little ones at night was as- 
sumed in those cases where the moth- 
er’s work entirely separated her from the 
child. 

Then the kindergarten was established 
in the nursery; the quarters had to ve 
enlarged, and finally to cover the various 
branches of constructive work under- 
taken each year, the new building in 
which the Sheitering Arms work is now 
carried on was erected, the necessary 
funds raised through the energetic work 
of the society. 

Each mother who pfaces her child in 
the institution is required to pay an 
amount stipulated by those in charge, 
and according to the earnings of the in- 
dividual. In this way no advantage is 
taken by beneficiaries; the careless moth- 
er is made to feel her obligation, but 
the sum realized through the amounts 
paid by the beneficiaries is small and 
does little toward the maintenance of 
the institution. 

The Number of Employees. 


As the Sheltering Arms has had an 
average of seventy inmafes’a day during 
the last year, the employees have in- 
creased in number, among them now 
being: Superintendent, Mrs. Laura Meo- 
Nabb; matron and assistant, matron in 
boys’ dormitory, in girls’ dormitory; Mrs, 
Mary ‘Barnwell, teacher in kindergarten 
department and assistants; cook and 
laundress. 

The industrial department, including 
classes in cooking and sewing, require 
the services of additional teachers, ane 
the office of visiting superintenderft 
has had to be added, Mrs, Artie Comp 
ton ably filing the position. 

It is among her duties to visit im the 
families of the children and investigate 
their real needs, and report Deck to 
the investigating committee. 

In this way, imposition is not practiced 
and assistance is rendered through tue 
child to other members of the family. | 
It was through this investigating wosk 
that it was found expedient to establisa 
a linen closet, from which linen might 
be loaned out, in the cases of fliness im, 
poor families; also a dietary kftohen, 
where proper nourishment might be pre 
pared and sent where it was needed, 
either to the sick child or to its mother,. 
The visiting superintendent also helped 
establish that. relation between the 
mothers of the children and the em! 
ployees of the institution and the mem» 
bers of the Sheltering Arms Societ® 
which is proving mutually beneficéal, 

Practical Things Taught. 

Through meetings of the mothetg #t 
the Sheltering Arms home, they could 
tell their needs and those of their chil- 
dren, especially those beyond age where 
they were eligible to the day nursery 
and. kindergarten. (or these classes 
sewing and cooking have been establish 
ed. As many as fifty girls meet every 
Friday afternoon, and are-tayght plain 
sewing by a skilled teacher, and for the 
factory girls a clasa in cooking has een 


inaugurated for Saturday afternoons. 
There is a comfortable little reading 
room in the institution, and through 
this a little circulating lidrary has been 
established, through which it is hoped | 
to. disseminate such reading matter 
as will not only amuse the children, but 
help the tired mother, or the cider six 
ters. and brothers, who have to work 
and have little opportunity to buy or ses 


books.

VIEWS OF MAYOR MADDOX 


He Believes Bond Election Can Be 
Held for $2,000,000 Without 
Any Further Charter Amend- 
ment—Work on Sewers 
Must Be Done This 
Year. 


The bond comniission will be called 
tg meet some day next week to take 
the first steps iooking for the bond 
election next spring. 

Mayor Maddox states that he ex- 
pects the election to be held some 


time in March. He says the bond com- 
mission will have to do much work be- 
fore the election is called. 

in his inaugural address to the gen- 
eral council the mayor stated that At- 
lanta eould hold a bond election at any 
time without getting a charter amend- 
ment to do so. It has been the custom 
to get such charter amendments, but 
the mayor says, after carefully study- 
ing the question, he feels certain that 
a bond election can be held without 
any appeal being made to the state 
legislature, as the city is authorized 
to let the people vote for bonds under 
section 377 of the city code. This is 
the opinion of financiers who have 
peen communicated with. 

The*charter amendment secured last 
year authorizes the city to hold an 
election for bonds to the amount. of 
$1,500,000, divided as follows: $500,000 
for schools, $500,000 for sewers and 
$600,000 for waterworks. 

Views of Mayor Maddox. 


Mayor Maddox wants the issue made 
$2,000,000, so that $!,000,000 can be ex- 
pended for sewers.’ He hag requested 
the bond commission to look into the 
matter and if, in their opinion, they 
believe the issue can be increased and 
the sewer system needs $1,000,000, to 
call the electiqgn for that amount. 

The mayor believes that something 
must be done this year about the trunk 
sewers. He says that all the seven 
trunk sewers must either be extended 
or septic tanks constructed, 

“It will cost a very large amount to 
exteng the trunk sewers,” states the 
mayor, “and even when this is 
done there will still be a ery 
for more extension, for no 
property owner wants the sewers stop- 
ped on his property. Septic tanks may 
solve ‘the problem. It is imperative 
that something be done and the work 
may as well be started at once.” 

The mayor called attention to this 
matter in his inaugural address, as fol- 
lows: 

His Message to Council. 


While all of the proposed improvements 
are needed, the one, to my mind, most im- 
portant, and one which perhaps has been 
considered less, is the question of our sew- 
ers, and the disposition of our sewage. Un- 
like nearly every other large city in the 
United States, we ‘have no large body of 
water conveniently near into which we can 
empty our sewage; it has, therefore, been 
emptied into the small streams around the 
elty. There are now seven large trunk sew- 
érs emptying within the city Mmits; to ex- 
tend these sewers to the boundartes of our 
city would but temporarily defer the disposal 
of this question, and still leave the serious 
menace to fhe health of our city and sur- 
rounding population. It is well known that 
files and mosquitoes are the greatest pur- 
veyers of disease, and that the outfalis of 
sewers are the favorite breeding places for 
these pests. These sewers by emptying into 
these streams-and polluting them render the 
property adjacent thereto less valuable and 
the water dangerous to man and beast. 

The septic tank and filtration process for 
the purification of sewage has long since 
proved a success, I believe with this 
bond issue, in the tablishment of such 
plants, our great sewage problem can be 
solved. The: mortality statistics of Atlanta, 
which have caused much adverse comment, 
must be corrected, and I believe the im- 
provement of our sewer system, and the dis- 
position of our sewage, and the extension of 
our water mains will go far in this direc- 
tion. With more than 60,000 people in our 
limits, without efth > water mains or sewer 
connections, and depending upon the well 
water and surface closets, the condition is 
extremely critical and demands immediate 
action. 

I belfeve, after a careful investigation of 
the cost of extending our main trunk and! 
lateral sewers, and the erection of the sep- 
tic tanks, etc., $500,000 will be found too 
small to properly and permanently correct 
and solve the serious condition that confronts 
us, and I recommend that the bond commis- 
sion carefully investigate this question, and 
if in their wisdom {ft is necessary, the pro- 
posed issue of bonds be increased to $2,000, - 
000, $1,000,000 of which for sewers, $500,000 
for waterworks and $600,000 for schools.

Mr. Collier Gives His Opinion of the 


Weod Biecks, Bitalithic, Asphalt 
and Granite Blocks—iIs Op- 
posed to Too Much Slope 
on Streets, 


Commissioner of Public Works Henry 
1. Coltier offers for the consideration

suggestions in regard to street paving. 
He says “it will not ‘be amiss to give 
a few of the strong points for the differ- 
ent pavements, since we are on the eve 
of planning for 1909 street paving.” 
The commissioner of public works’ sug- 
gestions are as follows: 
Medern Wood Block Paving. 


In March, 1908, the United States govern- 
ment expert on wood block pavement made a 
camparative statement of the durability of 
pavements in circular No. 141 issued by the 
secretary of agriculture. This can be had 
free by any one asking foz”same. 

Taking proof from Boston, Baitimore, 
Chicago and New York, he declares that 
modern creosoted wood block paving is the 
most durable of all. pavements; is the quiet- 
est of all pavements; the easiest on horses; 
the least ‘slippery; the cleanest; the most 
sanitary; the easiest repaired. 

In Boston it was compared with asphalt; 
in Baltimore with eleven different kinds of 
pavements: in Chicago with belgian blocks; 
in New York with belgian blocks.

Impress on the officials that all smocth 
Pavements should be laid almost flat, just 
fall enough to make water run to the gut- 
ters. 

Almost every paved street in Atiants is 
ruined by the steep side slope given it. You 
never see a horse fall to his knees. His feet 
fiy out from under him and down on his 
side he falls. This is not necessary and can 
easily be avoided, and should be. 

All first-class pavements laid on 6 inches 
of concrete will cost about the same for the 
same class of work. 

With a wond block plant, and the city 
forces doing the werk, I am sure a first- 
<lass wood block pavement can be laid for 
$2.50 per square yard—and no other first- 
class pavement cap be laid for less than 
that price.

OF BOND ISSUE 


Prominent Texas Speaker

Before leaving, Mr, Ousley talked de- 
lightfully of his brief visit to Atlanta 
and spoke most enthusiastically of the 
epeech by President Asa G. Candler 
in regarg to the proposed bond issue of 
this city. He gave a splendid illustra- { 
tion of the proposed issue by a rater | 
ence to the work done in this direction 
by Galveston, 

In speaking of his speech, 
said: 

‘TI was greatly impressed by the ad- 
dress of Mr. Asa G. Candler at the, 
chamber of commerce banquet Thurs- 
day night, especially by its frank and 
forceful discussion of city affairs, and 
its earnest appeal for the home flota- 
tion of improvement bonds. It may be 
interesting to citizens of Atlanta and 
helpful to Mr. Candler’s plan to relate 
that the citizens of Galveston, crippled 
ang distressed as they were by e 
storm of 1900 subscribed the next year 
to a bond issue of $1,500,000 for the 
construction of a sea wall. Municipal 
credit had been impaired by the dis- 
aster and it was not easy to sell addi- 
tional Galveston securities:at par. In 
this emergency the citizens themselves 
took the entire issue. Bankers and 
men of affairs purchased liberally ac>- 
cording to their resources, professional 
men, clerks, laborers and even: women 
subscribed to the utmost of their abil- 
ity, and if was accounted a demerit of 
good citizenship not to be a sea-wall 
bondholder. Poor men even bought 
bonds on the installment plan. In the 
open market the bonds sold at only 85 
cents at first, but within three years 
they brought par, and the Galveston 
investor who held his securities for 
that length of time lost nothing by his 
patriotism. Indeed, to many persons 
the investment was-a means of a sav- 
ing that might otherwise have been 
wasted. 

“Atlanta has four times the popula- 
tion and perhaps ten timeg the avail- 
able wealth that Galveston had then, 
and it seems to me, in the light of thig 
experience, that this city might readily 
adopt Mr. Candler’s excellent plan. It 
would be another signal achievement 
for the city and another demonstration 
that God helps those who help them- 
selves. 

“T cannot leave without congratulat- 
ing the city upon the splendid under- 
taking of the chamber: of commerce.

CONFERENCE IS HELD . 
TO GET DATA ABOUT W. & A. 


State Authorities Say Lessees of the 
Property Owe the State About 
$50,000 in Taxes. 


There Was an important conference 
held yesterday in the office of Governor 
Hoke Smith, in which the governor, At- 
torney General John C. Hart, Attorney 
Hooper Alexander, on the part of the 
State, and Attorneys Peeples, Tye & 
Bryan and Charles E. Harman on the 
part of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad, lessee of the Western 
and Atlantic, participated. 

About the middle of December ast 
Governor Smith callef on the lessee of 
the state road for a more specific and 
detailed statement regarding the prop- 
erty and results of operations of the 
Western and Atlantic, and this confer- 
ence had for its particular purpose to 
ascertain just exactly what information 
the state authorities are desirous of 
securing. This was made clear to rep- 
resentatives of the lessee company, and 
the information will be furnished. 

A particular purpose in securing this 
information is to proceed to the col- 
lection from the lessee company of 
taxes on the personal property which it 
Owns and employs in the operation of 
the state road. This inctudes chiefly 
the rolling stock, all of which now be- 
longs to the lessee company. 

It is the contention of the state au- 
thorities that under the lease act the 
lessee company is specifically liable for 
taxes on this property, and that it is 
now due the state back taxes upon it 
for the last ten years, amounting to 
something like $60,000. It is gaid also 
that these taxes will amount to some- 
thing like $5,000 to $7,000 annually, and 
Governor Smith proposes to proceed to 
the collection of them. ; 

The lessee tompany disputes the gtate’s 
Claim, and eapecially does it dispute 
the right of the state to collect taxes 
on the value of such rolling stock as 
was turned over to it by the state when 
it leased the road. The agreed vaiua- 
tion of that rolling stock is $3,900,000, 
but it has long since b’en worn out, 
and the company is now using new 
stock, though it must replace that which 
it received from the state.

New York, January 6.—The cotton mar- 
ket was more active and considerably 
firmer today on covering and bull sup- 
port with the close very steady at a net 
advance of 9@i6 points.

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 5@@ pointe in response to high- 
er cables, but room traders sold quite 
freely, causing a reaction of 3@4 points 
right after call.

Gen. Clifford L. Anderson and Rail- 
road Commissioner Calloway 
Will Fix Valine. 

It will require arbitration proceedings 
to settle the valuation upon which the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany will be asked to pay taxes to the 
state on its vast freight terminals, 
which are located on the property of the 
Georgia (allroad and Banking Com- 
pany, at the foot of Alabama street, in 
Atlanta. 

The company made return of this prop- 
erty under protest, and Comptroller Gen- 
eral William A. Wright assessed it at a 
total of $260,000 for 1907 and $365,506 
for 1008. General Clifford L Anderson 
was appointed arbitrator on the part 
of“the railroad company, and Commis- 
sioner’ ®uller BH. Calloway was named 
to represent the state. 

For a while it was thought an amica- 
ble settlement would be reached, but 
this has peen found imposstble, and the 
arbitrators will now proceed to fix the 
taxable valuation of the property. 

After that has been done in the ysual 
manner the raflroad company will re- 
sist effort on the part of the state to 
collect the taxes, on the ground that 
the property belongs to the Georgia 
Railroad Company; and that under its 
charter that company is exempt from 
taxation except to the extent of one-half 
of | per cent of its net indome.
